Transmitter Dropped to Lifeboat

LONDON, May 26.—(CP)—A portable radio transmitter drop- 
ped from a Coastal Command plane piloted by FO. Alfred Russell 
of Edmonton, Alta.. to 19 survivors of a ship torpedoed in the North 
Atlantic provided the means whereby a Canadian destroyer was 
directed to their rescue, the Air Ministry news service reported 
today. 

It was the first time that the appartus, described as foolproof 
and about the size of a home coffee grinder, had been used for this 
purpose, The equipment automatically sends out SOS signals when 
a crank is turned, 

Heavy seas and bad weather prevented aircraft which had flown 
about 25,000 miles in an eigh-day search, from picking up the men, 
who were jammed in a single lifeboat 

The name of the Canadian destroyer was not announced,

In 1912, he went to workin the) 


old Highland Park plant as a work- 
man. From there he started up 
the grade to designer, to secretary 
and ultimately to president in 1919 
It also was during that year that 
he became sole owner of the com- 
pany, His father turned over his 
58'2 per cent of stock and young 
Ford bought the remainder for 
$75,000,000 

Under Edsel’s leadership, the 
company expanded continually, 
building plants throughout the 
world. Although the senior Ford 
gave up control of the firm, he 
still remained a constant advisor 
for his son. 

Edsel accepted his advice as well 
as that of other company officials 
and engineres, but in the end it was 
he who made the decisions. 

Ford was married to Eleanor 
Clay, Detroit debutante, Nov. 1, 
1916, and they had four children 
Henry, 2nd, 25, now in the navy, 
Benson, 22, Eleanor, 20 and Wil-

An interesting incident was reported 
from the Kamloops district a few days ago. 
A Victory Bond canvasser called on a man 
there who said he wouldn’t buy; said he 
had bought a bond in the last war and 
“that was the last he had heard about it.” 

The canvasser asked him if he still had 
the bond. He had. Unused to dealing 
with such matters, he had not presented 
the bond for payment when it matured, 
had not even clipped a coupon and cashed 
it on a due date. Naturally he was delight- 
ed to learn that he could get his thousand 
dollars back, plus all the accumulated in- 
terest on it, by going to the nearest bank. 
And also naturally—he bought one of the 
new bonds. 

There is a moral in this for the buyer of 
Victory Bonds—particularly for those who 
have bought bonds for the first time. Per- 
haps if the Kamloops man had known he 
could cash or sell his bond any time he 
might have cashed it long ago and spent 
the money or lost it in a bad investment. 
Now he has the money, and it is again 
earning interest. 

Having exercised self-denial to buy a 
bond, the sensible thing to do is put it ina 
safe place and then “forget” about it un- 
less a real emergency arises that may 
make it necessary to convert everything 
possible into cash. Bonds worth buying 
are worth keeping. 


Canada’s Air Force 


Figures given to parliament last week 
by Hon. C. G. Power will bring home to 
Canadians everywhere a better under- 
standing of the gigantic proportions of the 
air machine that has been built up in Can- 
ada, and the part it is playing in the Al- 
lied operations overseas. 

The strength of the R.C.A.F. is now be- 
yond 180,000, including 11,000 women. At 
Canadian airfields 10,000 planes are now 
used in training students, many of course 
from the other dominions and from Brit- 
ain. These planes fly on the average 2,- 
000,000 miles every day—equal to 80 trips 
around the world. Since March they have 
flown mileage equal to 260 trips to the 
moon. ; 

Oversea there are 32 organized squad- 
rons of Canadian airmen, with a half 
dozen more authorized. For every man in 
these squadrons there are eleven Cana- 
dians in the Royal Air Force. Our fliers 
have fought in every theatre from Russia 
to Burma, from North Africa to Alaska. 
They were in the fighting at Singapore, 
and in the bombing of Dortmund—and in 
most of the major engagements in be- 
tween, Their casualties number between 
five and seven thousand. 

From 25 to 35 per cent of the men who 
carry the war into Germany night after 
night and day after day in squadrons of 
the R.C.A.F. and the R.A.F. are Canadians. 
A much higher per centage are men who 
trained in Canada under the Common- 
wealth Air Training plan. 

No person in Canada has ever seen the 
R.C.A.F. assembled, and one would have to 
journey 10,000 miles or more to visit all 
the schools and airfields where our men 
and their fellow-students from Britain and 
the other dominions are training. What we 
see at Edmonton is duplicated or exceeded 
at scores of places from Vancouver Is- 
land to Nova Scotia. The figures given by 
the Minister should enlarge and clarify the 
general conception of what Canada’s air 
force is, of what the Commonwealth Train- 
ing scheme is, and ®f what these mean to 
the Allies—and to the enemy. 


Sickness, Expense, Worry 


Last week the Royal Alexandra Hos- 
pital wiped off its books a total of $672,- 
000 in uncollectable debts that had accum- 
ulated over a period of years. 

There is a wealth of tragedy attached 
to that total of $672,000—suffering, sacri- 
fice and worry in abundance. Each dollar 
tells a story of anxiety and frustration. 

But if each dollar of this $672,000 has 
its associations of despair, what about the 
thousands of dollars that were paid in to 
the hospital during this time? What about 
the money that the hospital was able to 
collect? 

That is where the real tragedy comes 


For if $672,000 was not paid at all over 
a period of years, perhaps a million dol- 
lars or more were paid at the cost of priva- 
tion and even starvation. 

The common and apparently inevitable 
association of sickness, expense and worry 
is the most vicious and inhumane combina- 
tion in our society. 

Hundreds of thousands of people die 
unnecessarily each year because, in their 
minds, medical and hospital attention 
means an intolerable burden of debt. Théy 
would rather suffer than incur that bur- 
den. Hundreds of thousands of other peo- 
ple never reach full health after medical 
and hospital] treatment because the worry 
of debts incurred interferes with a normal 
convalescence. 

A man has as much right to health as 
he has to water and sir and sunshine.

Ninety per cent of the people of 
Sweden are pro-ally, but that does 
not quite give you the picture, as 
there is considerable pro-Nazi act- 
ivity which has reached a large 
number of peaple under a cultural 
and even a religious guise, without 
the people always being aware of it. 
| Some in fairly high places hare 
have formerly indicated Nazi sym- 
pathies, but the forces that domin- 
ate Sweden are now setting their 
sails for an Allied victory. 

The use of some minor church 
channels in Sweden by the Nazis 
has been the subject of comment in 
recent months. The Nazi attitude 
toward Christianity in Germany is 
well known, yet the Nazis’ religious 
propaganda line in Sweden is that 
God has chosen Germany to be the 
power to crush Russia. There has 
been some criticism to the effect 
that the church is lax in scrutinizing 
the uses to which various organiza- 
tions put the funds for which it 
sponsors collections. It has been as- 
serted that some money for mission- 
aries in the Ukraine went to men 
who were actually German chap- 
lains. 

Nothing should be deduced from 
such incidents concerning the atti- 
tude of the church in Sweden. Nor 
should suspicious deductions be 
made from the fact that an investi- 
gation of the Stockholm police force 
| some time ago disclosed that out of 
700 policemen checked more than 
100 were or had been members of 
pro-Nazi organizations or sympa- 
thetic with the Nazi cause. The 
| Nazis here, as at home, penetrated 
into the fringes, but on the whole 
these fringe activities mean little or 
nothing, as we saw in our own case. 

German propaganda is probably 
most successful in cultural fields. 
Sweden's noted explorer Sven Hed- 
in got an honorary degree at Mun- 
ich in January. On his return he 


said in an interview that Germany | 


| was unconquerable and that it was 
tragic for America and Britain to 


If one considers this picture of; 
Europe, it is obvious that our true 
allies are to be found in the radi- 
cals and the conservative-tradi- 
tionalists. 

Now, General de Gaulle, who is 
aware of the social revolution—as 
General Giraud obviously is not— 
is, in the structure of his under- 
ground movement, welding tradi- 
tionalists and radicals together, 
against the oligarchy. The history 
of his movement displays where 
the true and reliable anti-Nazi 
forces are. Not a single member of 
the Comite des Forges or the 
“Haute Bourgeoisie” ever assisted 
him. They either sought to get their | 
capital out of France, and bide 
their time, and/or, collaborated 
with the Nazis.

lication of Hedin’s huge study of 
Asiatic explorations, the German 
government is financing the publi- 
cation of an enormous map to ac- 
company it. German money is used 
to arrange exhibitions and concerts 
and also for the exchange of lectur- 
ers, preachers and muscians. The 
Norwegian author, Knut Hamsun, 
writes for Nazi publications, and his 
wife lectures in Germany. German 
scholarships are available for Swed- 
ish engineers, foresters and farm- 
ers. The Nazs are working through 
Swedish farm organizations with 
propaganda. 

Probably one of the most devas- 
tating blows German propaganda 
has received was the visit of 
group of Swedish journalists to Am- 
erica a year ago. Their writings 
and speeches about America upon 
their return here had a deep 
effect.

FROM NEWS OF NORWAY

of them dead in their tracks. The 
surviving German fled for help, 
and it is believed they succeeded 
eventually in killing the Norwegian 
who had come to the rescue of his 
friend. 

Meanwhile, the owner of the 
radio and his wife picked up their 
baby and fled for the mountains 
along the Swedish border. There 
had been no time to dress the 
child; all the couple had man- 
aged to take with them was a 
blanket cand a day's supply of 
bread.

It is 
noteworthy that only a handful of 
officers over the rank of major 
jeined de Gaulle, though non-coms 
and common soldiers did. There 
are aristocrats in his ranks, family- 
proud, like himself, but not money- 
proud, Radical workers, traditional 
intellectuals, the church, and the 
peasantry have, actively or passive- 
ly, resisted the Nazis. 

The oligarchy, however, has been 
wholly pro-oligarchy — for the 
Nazis, if the Nazis seemed certain 
to win, turncoat when the weight 
was on the side of Nazi defeat. This 
is a matter of record. 


No one doubts the patriotism and 
integrity of General Giraud. But, 
the men he has put in administra- 
tive positions, are the men of the 
oligarchy. ‘ 

And in the long run the oligarchy 
cannot win in Europe. Unless Fas- 
cism is saved. The defeat of Nazi- 
ism will destroy the oligarchy in 
Germany. The fall of Germany will 
destroy it in Europe—unless it is 
reinstated by Anglo-Americafi bay- 
onets. 

If thus reinstated, the European 
revolution will turn toward Rus- 
sia, and, by so turning, will be di- 
verted from its natural course of 
being the revolution for freedom, 
civilization and humanity, and will 
create civil war. 

Thus, all this complaining about 
why Giraud and de Gaulle cannot 
get together is superficial. 

Rival persohalities can only get 
together on principles and ideas. 
But American policy is attempting 
to avoid having any ideas. It is 
easier to fight than to think. But by 
failing to take thought, we will im- 
measurably prolong this war and 
the chaos following it.

OTTAWA, May 26.—(CPj—Defence Minister Ralston | 


told the House of Commons y 


esterday that last fall he had | 


discussed sending a division of Canadian troops to North 


Africa but he had been given 


“good and sufficient reasons 


by those best qualified to know” to show why the sugges- 


tion could not be accepted. 

The minister made his state- 
ment during a fiery exchange 
with Hon. Or. H. A. Bruce (Prog. 
Con. Toronto Parkdale) who said 
Canadian troops overseas should 
have been given some battle ex- 
perience. 

Dr. Bruce said that after nearly 
four years of war Canadian battle 
honors were represented by “two 
tragic failures, Hong Kong and 
Dieppe.” They were not failures to 
fight to the death on the part of the 
officers and men engaged, but they 
were due “to incompetent leader- 
ship in the high command.” 


“TO CHOKE” ON WORDS 

Col. Ralston said the statement 
was unworthy of Dr. Bruce and 
“some of these days those words 
will choke in his throat” 

Dr. Bruce said the minister was 
a clever lawyer “accustomed to 
browbeating witnesses in the wit- 
ness box, but I resent him trying 
to browbeat me.” 

Col. Ralston replied the opera- 
tions had been approved by the 
highest military authorities and 
Or. Bruce knew they were not 
tragie failures. 

The exchange between Dr Bruce 
and the defence minister came in 
continuous debate on the $3,890,000,-

The house also had brisk debate

Dr. Bruce said Col Ralston had 
stated it was the intention of the 
government to put the Canadian 
divisions in action as separate mill- 
tary formations. 

STATEMENT INCORRECT 

Col. Ralston said that statement 
was incorrect. He had said the Can- 
adian government had been pre- 
pared to have Canadian troops 
eerve wherever they could best 
help win the war etther in whole or 


part.

NATIONAL SELECTIVE SERVICE 


Second Compulsory Employment 
Transfer Order 


Notice to Certain Employers and Employecs 


Notice is hereby given that men employed in certain specified lines 

of civilian employment, who are in age and marital classes already 

designated under National Selective Service Mobilization Regula- 

tions, must report for interview not later than June 15th, 1943, to 
an Employment and Selective Service Office. 


A. Objective: 

This Second Order makes available 
for essential employments the services of 
men in age and marital classes designated 
as callable for Military Training under 
National Selective Service Mobilization 
Regulations, who are presently employed 
in the non-essential employments now 
specified, 


B. EMPLOYMENTS COVERED BY 
THIS ORDER: 

Men, of the specified categories, are 

covered if now employed in any of 
the following: 
(1) Any occupation in or associated 
with retail stores; (2) any occupation 
in or associated with the manufac- 
turing of feathers, plumes and artifi- 
cial flowers; chewing gum; wine; lace 
goods; greeting cards; jewelry; (3) 
any occupation in or associated with 
distilling alcohol for beverage; (4) 
any occupation in or associated with 
the factory production of statuary 
and art goods; (5) any occupation in 
the operation of ice cream parlours 
and soda fountains; (6) any of the 
following occupations: bus boys; char- 
men and cleaners: custom furriers; 
dancing teachers; dish washers; door- 
men and starters; greens keepers; 
grounds keepers: porters (other than 
in railway train service); private 
chauffeurs. 


C. AGE AND MARITAL CLASSES OF 
MEN COVERED BY THIS 
ORDER: 

(a) Every man born in any year 
from 1917 to 1924 (inelusive) who 
has reached age 19. 

(b) Every man born from 1902 to 
1916 (inclusive) who, at July 15th, 


1940, was: (i) unmarried; or (ii) 
divorced or judicially separated; or 
(iii) a widower without child or 
children. 


(c) Every man born from 1902 to 
1916 (inclusive) who has, since July 
15. 1940, become a widower without 
child or children now living. 

(d) Every man born from 1902 to 
1916 (inclusive) who, since July 15, 
1940, has been divorced or judicially 
separated. 


D. Procedure to be Followed: 


All men as defined above must report 
to an Employment and Selective Service 
Office not later than June 15th, 1943. Men 
resident outside a city or town having 
an Employment and Selective Service 
Office, who are too far removed to call 
personally, may write to the nearest office 
in the first instance, and await further 
directions. 


E. OBLIGATIONS OF EMPLOYEES: 

When directed to accept employ- 
ment, subsequent to the interview 
referred to, men described in Para- 
graphs B and C above are required by 
the Regulations to follow the direction 
given. 


F. OBLIGATIONS OF EMPLOYERS: 
It will be illegal for an employer 
to retain in his employ after June 15th, 
1943, any men referred to in Para- 
graph C above, at any of the employ- 
ments set forth in Paragraph B above, 
unless a special permit has been ob- 
tained from a National Selective Ser- 
vice Officer, permitting such action. 


G. Transportation: 

Special provisions will be made for the 
transportation of men moved to work at 
a new place of residence. 


H. Appeals: 

If directed to transfer to employment 
subsequent to interview, a man miay, if he 
objects, enter appeal with a Court of 
Referees, within 7 days of receiving such 
direction 


I. Penalties in Case of Employers: 

Penalties are provided for any em- 
ployer who retains in, or takes into, his 
employ after June 15th, 1943, any man 
covered by the Order, except under 
special permit. 


J. Penalties in Case of Employees: 
Penalties are provided for failure on 
the part of any employed man affected, 
to register under this Order, or to follow 
a subsequent direction to employment, 


and in addition to other penalties, refusal 
to comply renders a man liable to com- 
pulsory labour service in an Alternative 
Service Work Camp. 


K. Special Request to Employers: 

Each employer with three or more men 
covered by this Order in his employ is 
requested to co-operate by getting in 
touch with the Employment and Selec- 
tive Service Office, to arrange a time for 
the interviews of his employees. 


L. Authority: 

This Order is issued under authority 
conferred on the Minister of Labour by 
National Selective Service Civilian Regu- 
lations (P.C, 246 of January 19th, 1943, 
and amending Orders in Council). 


M. This Second Order is Additional to 
First Order: 


Employments listed in Paragraph B 
above, declared non-essential in this 
Second Order, are additional to the non- 
essential employments contained in the 
First Order. The First Order, issued May 
4th, 1943, required compliance by May 
19th on the part of employees designated 
under Mobilization Regulations, and also 
of their employers, in the following lines 
of work:— 


(1) taverns or liquor, wine and beer 
stores; (2) retail sale of candy, confec- 
tionery, tobacco, books, stationery, news} 
(3) barber shops and beauty parlours; 
(4) retail and wholesale florists; (5) ser- 
vice stations (gasoline-filling stations); 
(6) retail sale of motor vehicles or acces- 
sories; (7) retail sale of sporting goods oF 
musical instruments; (8&8) waiter, taxt 
driver, elevator operator, hotel bell boy, 
domestic servant; (9) any occupation in 
or directly associated with entertainment 
including but not restricted to theatres, 
film agencies, motion picture companies, 
clubs, bowling alleys, pool rooms; (10) 
any occupation in or directly associated 
with dyeing, cleaning, and pressing (not 
including laundry work); baths; guide 
service; shoe shining,
